In your email app, tap the View button 
next to the attach icon Œ. Easy! 
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Tip: Select the Use by Default option 
to use Adobe Reader for all your PDF 
documents. 


Web browser 


When you open a PDF link in your web 
browser, it is saved in your Downloads 


widget. Simply tap the PDF file you want 
to open.

You can even 
change the color, size, transparency, and 
line weights of your annotations. 


Tip: Press and hold for a brief moment 
to add annotations without selecting the 
annotation icon ¥. 
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How do | fill out forms in 
my PDF document? 


You can easily fill out forms in Adobe 
Reader. Tap any text field in your PDF 
document and begin typing. You can also 
select radio buttons and checkboxes by 
tapping them.
